Seal of Cleanability for Rugs: The 
establishment of a seal of cleanability 
to identify rugs and carpets that have 
been proved cleanable has been an- 
nounced by Harold Eigensee, presi- 
dent of the National Institute of Rug 
Cleaning. 

The seal will be awarded only after 
a product has passed tests covering 
performance of yarns, backings and 
construction when processed by stand- 
ard rug cleaning methods; color fast- 
ness in cleaning; shrinkage within a 
satisfactory tolerance; satisfactory 
cleanability. 

Tests will be conducted in the NIRC 
laboratories at Silver Spring, Md., and 
in rug cleaning plants. Samples will 
be tested for detergent and wetting 
effects, spotting-agent effects, fume 
fading, heating effect, spontaneous 
flammability, dimensional changes 
and for loss or change of color 


Ohio Garment Analysis Report: Dye 
trouble again ranked as the worst 
offender in the annual report of pack- 
age analysis service published by the 
Ohio State Association of Cleaners 
and Dyers. It was the cause of fabric 
damage in 33.6 percent of the cases 
submitted during the past year. 
Other major causes of fabric dam- 
age in the order of their frequency as 
listed in the report are stains, me- 
chanical damage, chemical damage, 
fabric 


deterioration, dimensional 


change, sizing and other finishing 


agents, accessories, insect damage, etc. 


Standards Meetings Planned. Two 
meetings were scheduled in January 
to set up performance requirements 
for wearing apparel fabrics. The meet-

Garment displays that suggest sea 
sonal drycleaning have proved a busi 
ness builder for Nu-Way Cleaners in 


Lebanon, Oregon. In the call office are 
two oval display cases, 36 inches wide 
at the center and 5 feet high. Behind 
the front partition, at the top, are 
frosted lights. 

In the late summer, back-to-school 
clothes are shown in the display cases. 
In midfall owner M. R. Sutter uses 
sports wear, with neatly printed signs 
“Are You Planning To Attend the 
Game This Week End?” Then at the 
holiday season he uses formals and 
party gowns. In rainy weather he dis 
plays regular

How To Stop Call-Backs 


Going back two and three times to 
deliver an order puts a dent in the 
profits, It's just not a smart way to run 
a busine SS espe ially if you charge 
nothing for the delivery service 

lo reduce call backs on deliveries 
caused by the patrons not being home 
Leslie Bagley, owner-operator of Bag 
ley's West St. Cleaners, Danbury 
Connecticut, took to the telephon 

Before the routeman starts his run 
a girl im the plant takes a copy of the 
scheduled route and phones ahead to 
check if the customer is in. When she 
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BUSINESS BUILDERS 


gets an affirmative answer she tells the 
customer that the driver will make 
his delivery within an hour. If there's 
no answer, the stop is scratched. The 
driver then starts his run, phoning in 
hourly to check the route shape-up. 

Customers appreciate the service 
since it doesn't tie them up all day 
awaiting the routeman’s arrival. Fur- 
it gives them time to find 
change and get together another order 
for pickup. 

The two routemen like the system

because it enables them to make two 
times as many calls. And 
since nonproductive stops are all but 
eliminated they still have a chance to 
finish up early or solicit new accounts.

So far as management is concerned, 
the system enables it to make the most 
profitable use of high-priced help and 
equipment. It is also impressed by the 
fact that the very first day the system 
was tried four outstanding credit cus- 
tomers paid up their bill in full. Rea- 
son: They knew the routeman was 
coming and had time to write out 
their checks. And last but not least, 
the system did eliminate profit-eating 
call-backs 

The telephone can be an important 
tool in maintaining customer control 
and in building route volume. Don’t 
neglect it!

The call office of Salt Lake (Utah) 
Cleaners and Dyers plant is always a 
rainbow of contrasting colors. The 
wall behind the counter is repapered 
two or three times yearly, always with 
lots of greens, reds, blues, yellows— 
in fact, all the colors owner Verne 
Scheller can find in a wallpaper. 

The reason for this emphasis on 
color, according to Mr. Scheller, is 
that colors, particularly 
colors, help sell dye jobs. 

“People come in and see a shade 
or color they like,” Mr. Scheller finds, 
“and they're reminded of some gar- 
ment they would like to have dyed 
that color. Or, when the customer is 
talking about a dye job, if you can 
turn to a large color spread and show 
him just the color, it is much more 
effective than using a color chart.” 

Mr. Scheller also pays particular at- 
tention to the popular colors for the 
season. If his wallpaper does not have 
the fashionable colors, he will have 
large display cards made up with 
splashes of the color and place these 
on the counter. These cards also sug- 
gest dye jobs and more than pay their 
way.

How To Make a Drill Press 


Here i handy way to simplify the 
iob of drilling a hole 
with a brace and bit 

Insert a threaded bolt, with a nut 
on it, into an ordinary pipe that’s small 


through iron 


enough for the nut to remain outside 
the pipe. There shouldn't be much 
play between the bolt and the inside 
of the pipe. Place a washer, if you 


have one, between the nut and pipe 


make the work. still 
The end of the pipe should be 


since it may 
easier 
butted against a solid beam or other 
immovable object, as indicated 

By turning the nut as you operate 
the brace—thus forcing the threaded 
bolt against the brace—the drilling 
job can be accomplished The pipe, of 
course, must be supported so that it 
will not spring out of place

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The Outlook for ‘55 


January (when this is being written) is the month 
when all the economists, government experts, fortune 
tellers, college professors and, for all we know, dog 
catchers, come out with their predictions for the New 
Year. We've carefully pored over these formidable 
forecasts and are now prepared to offer, in summary, 
the consensus of opinion. These guesses and figures 
deal in generalities, especially so far as drycleaning is 
concerned, But because the separate strands of the 
nation’s business community are tightly woven to- 
gether, what follows may be of some interest. 

Almost everybody agreed that we're in for a lush 
year—better than last year and second only to 1953. 
The mild business recession that scared hell out of a 
lot of people when it started in 1953 died out in the 
last quarter of 1954, and everything points to a healthy 
upward slope for ‘55. Prices for many commodity lines 
are expected to drop a little, but this will be more 
than balanced by the continued rise om expendable 
mMmco»me 

(As an interesting sideline here, many of the old- 
timers in the business who were running plants back 
in the early ‘30's weren't scared a bit by the now quiet 
recession talk. Lots of them were making more money 
then than they are now. Drycleaning held up far bet 
ter than most lines during the depression. ) 

Are the nation’s consumers going to have more 
money to spend? From all indications, they certainly 
are, The consumers are expected to shell out between 
8 and 10 billion more than they did in 54, reaching a 
total of something like 242.5 billion. U. S. News & 
World Report came up with a breakdown of how this 
extra dough will be spent 

The mcreuse for seTVICceEes and travel is expected to 
be about 2 billion, 200 million. No more detailed 
breakdown was offered, but let’s hope that 100 million 
or so will rub off on us 

The automobile people expect to sell nearly 6 mil 
lion passenger cars this year, with sales up 600 million 
dollars over 1954. The clothing and other soft goods 
lines should be up 2.6 billion, which includes a lot 
of clothes that somebody is going to have to service. 

Household operations are expected to increase 600 
million, and our food bill is going to climb about 800 
million, Speaking of food, the farmers are supposed 
to be sitting on the only soft spot in this year's eco 
nomic structure, Their income is expected to drop a 
little below the 1954 level 

In his State of the Union message, President Eisen 
hower came out for a minimum wage of 90 cents per 
hour, and advocated that many industries now ex- 
cluded from the law be included. He didn't say which 
industries he thought should be included. 

The minimum wage law is no academic matter in 
our industry, although a high percentage of dryclean 
ing plants are now paying well above the minimum 
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Southern plantowners would surely be hit hard. Oppo- 
sition to the law is pretty well organized, and its 
chances of being passed aren't too good. Even if it 
does go through, and if the cleaning and laundry in- 
dustries are included, there is a good possibility that 
a minimum somewhat lower than 90 cents would be 
applied. 

As stated, the reports didn’t get into the service 
trades very much. One writer did comment on the 
upward turn of the fur business. ‘furs started climbing 
out of the doldrums last fall and chalked up a 25 
percent increase for the year. Long-range prospects 
for fur storage and cleaning should be good. 


Fashion and Synthetics 


In dealing with the ever-increasing variety of fabrics 
and blends that come across the counter, there is a 
tendency to point the finger, when an unserviceable 
comes along, at the manufacturer and retailer. With 
good reason, as we all know, but we sometimes over- 
look the overriding fact that the maker, store, and 
drycleaner are all working for the customer. 

If we may confine these remarks to women’s gar- 
ments, where most of the problems arise, we'd like 
to quote some remarks of Miss Jessica Daves, editor- 
in-chief of Vogue magazine, presented at a panel of 
the Textile Distributors Institute in New York last 
fall. Miss Daves was talking about the factors that 
influence the consumer in her purchase of clothes 
made of fabrics that include man-made fibers. 

“Fashion business in fabrics is not made by produc- 
ing the most durable, cheapest fabric ohn. * x nor, 
for that matter, necessarily by the fabric that per- 
forms best. As one rather impatient designer-manu- 
facturer said in an anguished voice, ‘I don’t care if 
the fabric dries before it is washed—unless the stuff 
looks good on the hanger.’ An exaggeration? Perhaps. 
| repeat it only to emphasize the one point | would 
like to make—the one answer I would like to give to 
the question before this panel, “What does the con- 
sumer want?” 

“My answer is she wants fashion first. And, with her 
fashion, she expects performance. How a garment 
looks, and makes her look, is to her the one important 
thing. Then she'll be interested in special performance 
of the fabric. 

“And, if I may quote an obvious example, it is the 
nylon stocking which came in as a wartime curiosity, 
and has driven every other contender off the field. 
And why? Because it dries quickly and wears better 
than silk? Not at all. It is because nylon stockings make 
women's legs look prettier than they are. And if they 
took a day to dry, and fell apart the day after, women 
would still buy them in preference to, say, the black 
cotton stocking.”

One feature which is greatly ap- 
preciated by the clientele is the Fair 
Lawn plant’s policy of removing all 
tags from the garments before they 
are returned to the customer. The 
tags are clipped around belt loops in 
trousers and hanger loops in coat col 
lars. The tags are perforated and 
easily removed by the assembly-in 
spector girl. When the identification 
tag must be pinned to the garment 
directly, it is always pinned on the 
inside seam so that the pin holes will 
not be seen when the garment is worn 

Ci-Coria makes use of premarked 
day-lot tags for identification. That 
is, different colored tags are used for 
each day of the work week. A mere 
glance at the ticket quickly indicates 
whic h work should be done first In 
addition, the tickets are also num 
bered according to the number of 
pieces there are in the complete or 
der.

There is 
no reason for buying that extra press 
unless you actually need it, and no 
need to knock a hole in the cleaning 
room wall to find space for the un 
needed press 

Production records are often used 
for special purposes. This is particu 
larly true when an operation is diffi 
cult to measure and/or little informa 
tion is available concerning expected 
production. For example, it is rela 
tively easy to obtain considerable in 
formation about how many pairs of 
pants can be pressed per hour It IS 
somewhat difficult to know with cet 
tainty how many free repairs can be 
done in an hour. It is also quite often 
i matter of opinion as to what types 
of repairs are being done by the sew 
ing department and how long they 
tike 

In more than one plant, the simple 
installation of production records of 
the free-sewing operation and an anal 
ysis of these records has led to a re 
duction in the number of sewers re 
quired 

Production records can be of value 
too, in determining if certain proc 
esses are being performed as they 
should bye 

(,ood records are also an aid to ob 
jective personnel administration. Sup 


pose an employee approaches you and 
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asks for a rise in pay. While there are 
many factors to be considered in 
making your decision, a record of the 
employee's production will tell you if 
he is producing above or below stand 
ard, or better than or poorer than 
other employees doing the same type 
of work 


Six Sample Forms 


What type of production forms 
should be used and who should main 
tain them are important questions. In 
answering these questions there is 
nearly always a tug-of-war between 
accuracy and simplicity, Accuracy is 
necessary if the records are to be of 
value; simplicity is important in hold- 
ing the cost of record keeping to a 
minimum 

4 number of production record 
forms and instructions for their use 
are explained below. While it is some 
what difficult to prepare one form 
which will fit perfectly in every situa 
tion, these forms as presented can be 
used with minor modification in nearly 
any plant situation. They represent a 
minimum number since other regular 
and special-purpose forms can be used 
to advantage 

No special form has been prepared 
for the marking department. In the 
majority of cases it is simply unneces- 
sary since the production count can 
be taken directly from the invoices 


when they are handled in the office 
for posting sales. All that is necessary 
is for the marker to initial the invoice 
as she completes marking in the cus 
tomer’s bundle. In the office a record 
of the number of pieces or bundles 
marked in each day can be kept on a 
piece of plain paper and the weekly 
total entered on the Personnel Effi 
ciency Record (Fig. 6). 

If the plant is on incentive it will 
be necessary for the production man- 
ager to report any time spent on day- 
work operations. Under good incen 
tive administration an employee can 
not go on daywork unless specifically 
instructed to do so for a slated period 
of time by the production manager. 
The total time an employee is in the 
plant can be obtained from the time 
card 


The Cleaning Room 

The first production form shown is 
the Daily Cleaning Room Record 
(Fig. 1). This record is maintained 
by the drycleaner and should be 
turned into the office at the end of 
each day's wperations. The form re 
quires the drycleaner to indicate 
which washer he used for each classi 
fication of garments and how many 
pounds he ran in each load. In addi 
tion, he reports the starting and stop-

Sports Shirts, 


Vests and Velvets 


Instructions to Trainers— 
Sport Shirts 


MANY SPORT SHIRTS are still wet 
cleaned, If they come to your finishing 
room badly wrinkled, be sure that 
they are first placed on the steam-air 
form to straighten them out. Of course 
if they have been placed on a drier in 
the wetcleaning departme nt, they are 
probably back to size 

Wetcleaned shirts should be 
stretched as they are finished. The use 
of puff irons in finishing the sleeves 
especially when the shirt has been 
wetcleaned, makes it very easy to 
stretch them out to the proper shape 
Be sure to teach the pupil how to 
keep the sleeves straight on the puffer 
so that they are stretched properly 
We get them stretched out to the cor 
rect size by plac ing the sleeve so that 
the cuff is just off the edge of the 
sleever, and having the right hand 
holding the cuff and the left hand at 
the armhole seam but off at the front 
of the puffer 

Be sure that the seams of the shirt, 
especially around the sleeves and the 
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yoke, are smooth. Also, make certain 
that the yoke is stretched out to fit the 
lining, which usually doesn’t shrink. 
If there are pleats below the yoke it is 
a good idea to finish them, or at least 
get them in proper line, while finish 
ing the yoke on the puffer. 

If the wool department wants to 
finish the shirt yoke on the mushroom 
press the same procedure will apply. 
Just watch to make sure that the collar 
is not pressed and wrinkled while the 
yoke is be ing finished 

When a utility press is used the 
collar of the shirt can be finished in 
the same manner as on the offset. It 
is important to be sure that the out- 
side of the collar is stretched out so 
that there will be no wrinkles in the 
inner lining 

It may take a little time for the 
student to learn to vet creased sleeves 
placed on the buck properly so that 
there will be no wrinkles on the re- 
verse side 

Also, watch the placket openings 
on the cuffs. They can be touched up 
at the same time as the cuffs with 
the hand iron. The placket opening 
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of the sleeve should be up on the buck 
of the machine when creasing the 
sleeves. In that way we can straighten 
the placket facings and the pleats at 
the same time after steaming the 
sleeves and before creasing them. 

Show the operator how to use the 
water spray gun on the sleeve creases 
before finishing them on the puff iron, 
if the customer requests that the 
creases be removed or if there is an 
excess of wrinkles and creases at the 
cuff line. 

If the hand iron must be used to 
finish the collar, teach the operator to 
start at one front edge and go to the 
center of the collar, then reverse and 
start at the other edge of the collar 
and again finish to the center. Explain 
to her that this is to prevent any 
wrinkles in case of an excess amount 
of material. 


To Straighten Facings 

Some operators like to straighten 
out wrinkled facings with the hand 
iron but this has a tendency to stretch 
them, especially the buttonhole side. 
If the facing is badly wrinkled, use a 
water spray gun, steam from the bot- 
tom, and with the facing up on the 
buck straighten out the material with 
the fingers and then finish. 

Pockets seem to be one of the most 
difficult parts of sport shirts to finish. 
Many operators apply heavy pressure 
from the head of the machine, caus 
ing deep impressions from the pocket 
flaps, and then never remove them. 
By using only the light motion from 
the head, and then touching up the 
pocket where necessary, we find that 
we get top-quality finishing. Doing 
the shoulder part of the shirt elimi- 
nates the possibility of wrinkles 
around the armhole seams. 

It is of great importance to teach 
the operator to do dark-colored shirts 
on the wrong side so that they will get 
no shine. This is often the only com- 
plaint we hear from some customers 
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write direct.

Instructions to Trainers— 
Vests 


We have found that vests are often 
a good fill-in on lot systems, Because 
they can be done on so many different 
machines, whichever operator finishes 
her particular type of work in the lot 
first can help out by doing the vests. 
We have even seen operators do them 
on a legging machine. They are often 
classed with the skirts and ladies’ knit 
garments. Vests are the first item on 
which operators are taught. 
The most important point is for the

Instructions to Trainers— 
Velvets 


All deep-piled garments, like vel 
vet and corduroy, will be finished ac 
cording to the proper procedure for 
the type of garment, but there must be 
no pressure applied to them. It is 
often desirable simply to place them on 
the steam-air machine; they get an ex 
cellent finishing job this way. 

If it is necessary to use a brush on 
these garments to bring up the nap 
it should be a soft brush like camel's 
hair. The nap should be brushed up 
so that the wearer will look down into 
the pile of the fabric when she is 
wearing the garment. 


Summary 


This article concludes the series on 
training wool finishers. Let us remind 
you to have clean machines, well-kept 
in general maintenance and in pad- 
ding. It is most important to give the 
operators good tools to work with 
if we wish to deliver a well-finished 
garment to the customers.

Success Story

Formerly the associa- 
tion accepted phoned complaints that 
were referred by the BBB. Now cus- 
tomers will be required to present 
their complaints in writing. Also, the 
association former ly processed all 
complaints referred by the BBB at as- 
sociation expense, whether the clean 
er was a member of the group or not. 
Now non-association members will be 
asked to obtain their own lab reports. 

These changes, which will not af- 
fect any basic features of the pro- 
gram, were prompted by costs. The 
Massachusetts cleaners are spending 
about $3,000 annually on the pro- 
gram and want to hold their costs in

Could you give us some information 
on cashmere? We'd like to know how 
it is made, how it should be handled in 
the cleaning room, and whether it can 
be wetcleaned and dyed.

Discolored Sweaters 


Could you determine what has caused 
the discoloration of these white sweaters? 
On one of them, the color of the sleeves 
is different from that of the body.—J.1., 
New York 


The discoloration of these garments 
has been caused by redeposition of 
soil 

This problem is the result of static 
charge developing in the garment as 
it is cleaned. This static charge causes 
fine soil particles to deposit on the 
garment in a very even fashion, similar 
to electroplating. The drycleaner takes 
precautions against this by having his 
washers grounded and using a burst 
of steam in his tumblers to dispel the 
static, but despite these precautions 
redeposition occurs occasionally.

I believe, is due only 


to the degree of redeposition that has 
taken place. In other words, the yarns 
used in the manufacture of the sleeves 
different from 
used in the rest of the garment. This 
characteristic has made the 
yarns less susceptible to a 
charge buildup. 

It has been found that prolonged 
soaking of such garments as these in a 
concentrated bath of solvent and dry- 
cleaning soap or detergent will very 
often clear them. In some instances, a 
small amount of a wet-and-dry-side 
paint remover added to this bath will 
help release the soil. After the soaking 
(12 to 24 hours) the garment should 
be rinsed in clear solvent.

If this doesn’t clear the garments 
they must then be soaked in a similar 
fashion in a bath of water to which is 
added one of the wetting agents or a 
neutral lubricant. Rinse in clear water 
and allow to dry flat at room tempera- 
ture. 


Streaky Shantung 


The blue finish and sheen seem to 
have worn off this dress during cleaning. 
Can you tell us what caused the dam- 
age? —W.B., Illinois 


Tests conducted on this garment 
show that it is made of a heavily 
sized silk shantung. Streaks and marks 
as well as an apparent discoloration 
of the sheen of the fabric are quite 
typical of the problem this fabric 
presents. 

The difficulty lies in the water-sol- 
uble sizing that is used on the silk 
yarns. The sizing is used to give the 
fabric luster and body. Unfortunately, 
when this sizing breaks up through 
the friction of wear or through any 
mechanical cleaning 
process, streaks appear in the fabric. 
Such streaks are actually due to a 
broken within the sizing. 

If the sizing is exposed to water in 
any manner, then an actual loss of 
the water-soluble sizing takes place. 
This results in a difference in color 
or sheen of the fabric. In some cases 
shrinkage will also occur. 

Possibly the appearance of this gar- 
ment can be improved if it is treated 
to one of the dry-side water repel- 
lents or sizings that are available from 
commercial Such a process- 
ing will apply a sizing or wax lightly 
over the fabric, tending to improve 
its hand and sheen.

Income Tax Decision 


When a drycleaning plant is purchased 
at a price that is increased because of 
the seller's agreement not to compete for 
a specific length of time—for example, 
five years—should the purchase price be 
apportioned between the value of the 
property and business transferred and 
the value of the agreement not to com- 
pete? 


By carefully apportioning the busi- 
ness in this manner, an income tax 
benefit can be derived, according to a 
decision rendered by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Tenth Cir 
cuit, in the case of Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue v. Gazette Tele 
graph Co., 209 Fed. 2d 926 

Here is the substance of the court's 
interpretation of the internal revenue 
law and Treasury regulations “us word 
ed when the de« sion Was rendered on 
January 30, 1954 

If a contract for sale of a business 
calls for a lump-sum price without sep 
arating the value of the assets from 
the value of the seller's agreement 
not to engage in a competing business 
for a specified period of time, the 
purchaser is not entitled to claim a 
deduction in a tax return on account of 
depreciation of the value of the con 
tract not to compete. But, the court 
says, if the parties in good faith treat 
the value of the agreement not to com 
pete in a separate manner, the pur- 
chaser may amortize the price paid 
for the agreement and claim annual 
deductions pro rata during the life 
of the agreement 

For further information on how to

charge a cleaner for $82,352.85 (and 
penalties) as shortage in income tax 
payments over a period of five years. 

In this case, decided by the U. S. 
Court of Appeals, Seventh Circuit 
(Stoffield v. Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, 203 Fed. 2d 667), it ap- 
peared that many years before, Mrs. 
Stoffield contributed $3,000 of her 
own money to the business, Sunshine 
Cleaners. Her husband contributed 
only $1,000. She spotted and packed 
garments and waited on customers 
without receiving wages and thought 
she was a partner, although there was 
no partnership agreement. Her hus- 
band attended to most of the business 
matters, but the bank account was 
joint. She did not know what profits 
were received but filed joint income 
tax returns with her husband without 
reading them. 

All personal property and real estate 
were owned jointly and when any- 
thing was bought or sold she signed 
as a joint owner, although the papers 
didn’t show that a legal partnership, 
as distinguished from joint ownership, 
existed. 

Despite these facts, the U. S. Tax 
Court decided that the business was 
the husband's alone and that he should 
have made income tax returns on that 
basis, instead of including his wife as 
a partner. The crucial question was 
whether or not the Stoffields were 
“partners” or engaged in a “joint ven- 
ture,” within the meaning of the Fed- 
eral tax statutes. 

In setting aside the Tax Court's 


ruling, the Court of Appeals referred 
to a decision of the U. S. Supreme 
Court as sustaining this proposition: 
“Under this statute husbands and 
wives are properly engaged in a joint 
venture in business if the wife in good 
faith invests capital, contributes to the 
conduct of the business and performs 
services in helping operate it.” 

The Court of Appeals also cited a 
decision by the U. S. Court of Appeals, 
Sixth Circuit, to the effect that, al- 
though the existence of what purports 
to be a written partnership agreement 
between husband and wife is not con- 
clusive if circumstances show an at- 
tempt to evade payment of income 
taxes, it is equally true that a bona fide 
partnership can be determined to exist 
even though there is no written agree- 
ment establishing it. 


Employee Wouldn't 


Cross Picket Line 


Supposing that amicable relations exist 
between a cleaner and his union em- 
ployees, but that one of the iatter, a 
routeman, refuses to cross a picket line 
set up around the place of business of a 
customer of the cleaner by union em- 
ployees of the customer, would it be an 
unfair labor practice for the cleaner to 
discharge the routeman? 


No, according to the decision of the 
United States Court of Appeals, Sec- 
ond Circuit, in the case of National 
Labor Relations Board v. Rockaway 
News Supply Co., 197 Fed. 2d 111. 

The decision was rendered in a case 
that arose in the delivery of news- 
papers and under the National Labor 
Relations Act, but the reasoning of the 
court fairly applies to labor relations 
in other industries. The Court of Ap- 
peals said: “An employee is of course 
free to exercise his right to refuse to 
cross a picket line when he is on his 
own time, and his discharge for so 
doing would doubtless be a violation 
of Section 8 (a) (1). But he is not 
free to exercise the right during his 
working time in violation of his em- 
ployer's working rules by refusing to 
perform that part of his regular duties 
which requires him to cross the picket 
line. To hold otherwise would be to 
permit an employee unilaterally to 
dictate the terms of his employment 
which it is well settled he may not 
do.”

Group relations are dealt with in 
bulletin S-26, with the problem of 
selling employees on the idea of a 
wage incentive program used as an 
example.

The results of some NID research 
on preventing caramelized sugar 
stains are published in Technical Bul- 
letin T-335. Although the method 
developed by the NID may not be 
practicable in every plant, research 
disclosed that borates, such as borax 
or boric acid, prevent reducing sugar 
stains from turning brown when they 
are heated.

One way of nibbling at the high cost problem is em- 
ployed by Mel Dufault of Hampton, New Hampshire, and 
a larger cleaner in a nearby town.

The truck comes first to Mel's plant and fills his tanks, 
then rolls over to the other plant to dispose of the balance. 
In a section of the country where a tanker can’t be reserved 
for drycleaning solvent, both trucker and cleaners profit by 
this bulk distribution.
